ROME—The synod brings 

together 204 participants from 
~ around the world, under the 
leadership of Pope Paul for a 
month of discussion on 
“Catechesis in Our Time with 
Special Reference to the 
Catechesis of Children and 
Youth.” 


The meaning of all this activity 
is rather murky without a clear 
understanding of what a synod 
is—its role in the church. 


IN SOME WAYS it is easier to say 
what the synod is not. It is nota 
small scale ecumenical council.” 
It does not legislate. Ordinarily itis 
not an instrument for the exercise 
of formal teaching authority. As an 
institution, therefore, the synod 
has definite, built-in limitations. 

But it would be a mistake to 
overlook its real importance 
because of them. 


Its role is essentially 
consultative. In it a representative 
group of bishops from around the 
world convenes to exchange 
information and ideas on a 
particular topic and offer their

World bishops meet

THE SYNOD IS above all an 
institution for the expression of 
collegiality. “Collegiality” is a 
technical term which refers to the 
fact that all the bishops of the 
world, united with the Holy Father, 
form one body with a 
responsibility for the church. 

The idea for synods originated 
with Vatican Il and was confirmed 
by Pope Paul. This will be the fifth 
since 1967. In the past decade 
synods have dealt with such

topics as the revision of canon 
law, the priesthood, social justice 
and evangelization. 

The synod is a relatively new 
institution in the church and a 
developing one. In 10 years of 
experimentation it has evolved 
considerably and become more 
effective and efficient. 


BUT SOME CRITICS express 
frustration. In one way or another 
they ask, “what is a synod good 
for?” Unable to legislate or teach 
authoritatively, does it -really 
accomplish anything? 

It does. But often not as quickly 
and neatly as critics—or even 
participants—would like. The 
1974 synod on evangelization was 
a good example. 

It aimed to produce a major 
document, but time ran out and 
the job could not be done. Instead 
the bishops adopted a short set of 
propositions, turned these and 
the synod’s proceedings over to 
Pope Paul, and went home. 

A YEAR LATER, however, the 
Holy Father issued his apostolic 
exhortation “On Evangelization in 
the Modern World,” an extremely 
impressive and influential church

document. Meanwhile — other 
things were happening. 

Synod preparations and 
followup activities in many 
countries turned new attention on 


evangelization. The Pope’s © 


document encouraged this. 


In the United States, the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops has set up a committee 
on evangelization, while a growing 
number of national meetings and 
diocesan and parish action 
programs are taking up the 
question of how to proclaim the 
gospel more effectively and so 
foster conversion to Christ. 

Directly or indirectly, much 
of this is a result of the 1974 
synod—which could not even 
write a major statement of its own. 

IT IS LIKELY that this year’s 
synod will have a similar impact 
as far as catechesis is concerned. 
Already it has helped focus a great

After an on-again, off-again effort to get 
the San Diego diocesan special religious 
education program functioning, the office 
is back in operation under Sister 
Katherine Jennings who came on the job

The office was on a part-time basis from 
1971-75, had a full-time consultant in 
1976, then closed for a year. 


SINCE SHE began as consultant, Sister 
Jennings and her part-time helper are 
finding out what special services for the 
handicapped are already available in the 
diocese, and what will be needed for a 
coordinated program. 


“The office will be concerned with all 
aspects of special education for the 
handicapped, physical and otherwise,” 
Sister Jennings said. 

“But the first year will be devoted to 
programs for the mentally retarded and 
the deaf,” she added. “Later we want to 
move into programs for the blind and 
other handicapped persons.” 


THE MISSION of the special education 


embraced by the Office of Religious 
Education: To bring the handicapped 
person into full participation in the life of 
the church and the parish community. 


“We hope to set up a_ full-scale 
education program in the parishes,” Sister 
Jennings said. “One of our tasks is to make 
the people aware of the special problems 
of the handicapped.” 


She listed several objectives, among 
them to develop programs of special 
religious education, and provide the 
clergy with workshops on_ liturgical 
celebration and sacramental preparation 
adapted to tne needs of the handicapped. 


SISTER JENNINGS said a monthly 


newsletter for the Catholic Deaf Circle will _ 


be published, and a bi-monthly one for 
those working with the developmentally 
disabled. ; 

“So often we prepare the handicapped 
for the sacraments and our education 
stops,” she commented. “But they, too, 
need to grow in the faith.” 


People tend to see programs for. the 
handicapped as only something that is

Beyond nationalisms 


Men must go beyond the narrow circle of 
nationalisms if they are to solve contemporary 
problems and build anything durable. 


Modern man is becoming more and more 
aware he will not resolve the problems of his 
time...if he does not open himself to the 
diversity of cultures, and if he does not tend 
toward a coherent international solidarity. 

The church is particularly sensitive to this 
dimension. It is aware of bringing to the worlda 
specific concept of man, a concept rooted in 
the universality of human nature and 
enlightened by divine revelation. 


Such is the reason for its teaching on the 
human family and its presence at international 
organizations, in which it rejoices to see many 
of its sons working. 

God saves men in calling them to a people to 
know him and serve him in holiness. Catholic 
organizations, whatever they may be, cannot 
therefore have a goal only limited to earthly 
perspectives. 

In their various temporal activities, they are 
inspired by the gospel and concern themselves 
about announcing it to the world, in conformity 
with the teaching of the church which 

. actualizes its message. 

In fact they participate in the evangelizing 
message of the church. 

They enjoy, certainly, the just autonomy that 
Second Vatican Council acknowledged in laity 
in the apostolate of the church. But they act in 
union with the pastors to whom Christ has given 
the charge of sustaining the commitment of 
each person. : 

They (Catholic organizations) watch over the 
diffusion of the gospel message so that it 
becomes known to all men, so that its integrity 
is respected and communion with the churchis

We were talking 
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How do poor get quality health care? 


Respect Life Sunday was Oct. 2. Special articles 
on the subject have been published in place of 
Michael Newman's regular column “A time to 
keep.” This last article is on the problems the poor 
face in obtaining quality health care and the role of 
the church in improving the situation. “A time to 
keep” will return next week. 


Religion and society have traditionally worked 
together to care for the poor. In this country the 
19th century saw the rise of Catholic-sponsored 
hospitals across the land. Also, Catholic religious 
orders were primarily responsible for dignifying 
and elevating the nursing profession by training 
and supplying well educated and disciplined 
nurses. 

In our own century further development of the 
church’s commitment to help the poor coincided 
with growing recognition on the part of government 
that certain segments of the population were being 
excluded from the health care system because of 
poverty, geography, fear, or lack of education. 

THiS LED TO such efforts as the creation of the 
public health service, the building of new facilities, 
and legislation of various types aimed at providing 
reasonable access and quality care to the greatest 
number of people. 

lronically, the well intentioned legislation has 
created an immensely complex health care 
delivery system which has, in some ways, 
undermined the position of the poor in obtaining 
quality care at a price they can afford. 

What health problems do the poor encounter? 
Cost is a universl| problem, but the poor are 
particular victims of the inflationary spiral. The 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) estimates the average American works one 
month of the year to pay for his or her health care, 
and almost two weeks a year to pay for our nation’s 
hospitals, which alone account for almost 40 
percent of all health care spending. 

AND IT IS a documented fact that direct 
payments by families for health care (including 
health insurance premiums) take a 
disproportionate share of the financial resource of 
low-income families. As of 1970, according to 
HEW, families with less than $2,000 annual income 
in general spent more than 12 percent of their 
incomes on health care and health insurance 
premiums, compared with only 3 percent spent by 
families with annual incomes of more than 
$15,000. 

Access to health care is a special problem faced 
largely, although not exclusively, by the poor. Their 
problems in obtaining quality care are similar to 
those they face in obtaining other goods and 
services. To be poor is simply to have less of the 
good things produced by society. 

Poverty explains part of the access problem for 
those in rural areas, but not the whole problem.

Even in rural areas with higher income levels, the 
doctor-patient ratio is much worse than in urban 
areas. 

CONGRESS HAS established some programs to 
assure better distribution of physicians, but the 
goal is far from achieved. Inthe view of many, some 
type of national health service program is of 
compelling importance and necessity. 

Some believe a root problem with this country’s 
health care delivery system, of which the church is 
an integral part, is to be found in the system’s own 
selfishness, greed and tyranny. 

They say programs have been developed 
primarily by providers of health care who have 
traditionally favored impressive hospital settings, 
in-patient care, medical centers and research 


facilities, while totally ignoring the primary health 


care needs of the vast majority of people. 

IN THIS VIEW, the time is ripe for the Catholic 
church to take the lead in redirecting the delivery of 
health care where it is most urgently needed. 

A position of leadership involves a_ firm 
commitment to the sanctity of life, to the dignity of 
the human person, and to those moral principles 
that have guided Catholic institutions in the past. 

It is obvious to even the most inattentive observer 
that without the participation of Catholics on local 
community planning boards, councils, health 
systems agencies and the like, there will be no 
Catholic voice—no Catholic presence.

We arrived within five minutes of 
her return from the 40-mile trip to 
hospital for chemo-therapy that she 
makes several times a week. “Good 
news, good news,” she cried in answer 
to our concern for her condition. 


THE DOCTORS are trying new 
treatment that should reduce the 
great tumors that distort her face and 
neck and a new drug to lessen the 


pain. “They say it will give me a few 
more weeks, isn’t that great?” she 
exclaimed. 

Then, pointing to the livid lines 
drawn on her skin to mark the limits 
beyond which radiation must not go, 
she joked, “How do you like my make- 
up“ Her lack of self-consciousness 
and cheerful chatter drained the 
awkwardness we might have felt 
and put us at ease. 


As she talked of mutual friends, her 
family, her disease, and questioned 
us interestedly about our own affairs, 
we became aware of a remarkable 
personal strength that seemed to 
enable her to contemplate the gravity 
of her condition and the future with 
an unquestioning acceptance that 
goes beyond courage. 


A DEPTH OF trust—a real 
abandonment to God’s will—radiated 
from her. Touching us, it rested like a 
quietening hand on our own fears and 
anxieties. 


“We had good times together, didn't 
we?” she said at one point, eyes alight. 
“There are lots of good memories.” 

It was then | became conscious of 
my own feelings of wonder and near- 
awe, and felt them give way to a 


pervading gratitude. There had been 
good times together and they were not 
gone—they lived still in our 
remembered enjoyment, and would 
continue to be alive in our love for 
each other. 


THE GRATITUDE that she allowed 

me to contribute to happy memories 
of those times of love and sharing was 
profound. There was even greater 
gratitude that she should so openly 
and generously share this moment of 
her great trial and greater triumph. 
_ For triumph was what we sensed in 
her. Wracked by this terribly 
destructive disease, she would not be 
destroyed by it. An unconquerable 
hope and faith overshone the pain in 
her eyes and her laughter—almost 
girlish in its purity—denied the threat 
of the growths that marked her 
cancer's claim on her. 

Seeing her, we absorbed some of 
her joy and were reinforced in our own 
faith and hope. Touching her, we 
seemed to have brushed enternity 
and renewed our commitment to life. 
In her love of God our own love grew 
more tender. There were no words to 
thank her for what she has given us, 
for what she has done for us. We have 
seen God's life in her.!

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‘Priest is hinge 
of life of church, 
says Abp. Quinn 


By NC News Service 


“The priest is the very hinge of the life of the church.” 
Arbhishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco told the 1977 
convention of Serra International in that city, an 
organization fostering vocations in the priesthood. 


(Archbishop Quinn was raised in the San Diego 
diocese, ordained a priest here, and became auxiliary 
bishop of the diocese. He also was once rector of the 
diocesan St. Francis Seminary.) 


As Vocations Awareness Week approaches Oct. 9-15, 
the call goes out across the nation for more and better 
qualified young men to enter the priesthood. 


“UNLESS THERE are priests, there will be no eucharist 
and no sacramental life for the people of God,” he said. 
“The orderly preaching of the gospel as the guarantee of 
its authencity is gone if there is no priest.” 


The archbishop said there must be a deep reverence 
for the priesthood if the “field of the church is to yield the 
desired harvest of vocations. 


“When we cheapen and secularize the role of the 


priest, we injure the seed of vocations set by the spirit in — 


_ the hearts of the young,” he added. 


CARDINAL PAOLO ARNS of Sao Paulo,Brazil, told the 
Serrans that in South America “priestly vocations are 
once again flourishing.” 

“We are no longer worried about the quantity of 
vocations to the priesthood, but about their quality,” he 
said. 


“Wherever there exists a community of service there 
will also appear someone who has the vocation to 
coordinate and breathe a new spirit into the services,” he 
added. “There will emerge a priest.” 


AUXILIARY BISHOP Joseph A. Francis of Newark, N.J. 
said “there are no exhaustive ways or methods or 
gimmicks we can use to foster vocations to the 
priesthood, religious life, and ministries.” 


He added that those called to the priesthood must grow 
in the knowledge that they, as ministers, receive as much 
from the Christian community as they. give.

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Spokane program to offer year 
of religious life on trial basis 


SPOKANE, Wash. (NC)—Former 
religious and persons with late or delayed 
vocations in Spokane may soon have an 
opportunity to test their call to religious life 
within the atmosphere of a religious 
community, if the Villa Maria Program 
becomes a reality. 


Villa Maria is the brainchild of Sister 
Florence O'Rourke, a sister of Notre Dame 
de Namur and a professional librarian; 
Jesuit Father Armand Nigro, associate 
professor of religious studies at Gonzaga 
University in Spokane; and Sister Honor 
Mounteer, a veteran educator and a Holy 
Name Sister from the New York province. 


ACCORDING TO Father Nigro, some 
50,000 religious and priests in North 
America have left the religious life or the 
priesthood in the last 12 years. “The vast 
majority of those who have left have 
settled into the lay life,” he said. 


“But in my travels and during retreats | 
have directed across the nation, | have 
met quite a number of people who would 
return to a religious community or actona 
late vocation if they had the opportunity. 


“Some are not sure of themselves and 
their call, but are serious enough to want 
to discern their vocation in a prayerful and 
supportive community,” the priest said. 
“Some are reluctant to apply to any 
particular community without knowing if 


they can live happily in a contemporary 
religious community.” 


OLDER PERSONS who feel they have a 
vocation as well as widows and widowers 
who do not feel called to remarry may also 
apply, Father Nigro said. 


The program will have two houses—Villa 
Maria for women and Villa Joseph for men. 
It will offer daily private prayer, individual 
spiritual direction, scripture and theology 
courses at Gonzaga University, and 
apostolic work in the Spokane diocese. 


Residents will hold jobs to make the 
program self-supporting, Father Nigro 
said. Cost to residents will be about $100 a 
month plus share cost of food. Insurance, 
transportation and personal items will be 
paid for individually, and participants will 
retain their own private property. 


AT THE END of a year, “participants are 
free to return home or apply for entrance 
to any religious community of their 
choice,” Father Nigro said. “The vast 
majority of the North American 
communities have assured us of their 
willingness to consider each applicant 
individually.” 

Although there has been limited 
publicity about the program, 18 inquiries 
have already been received—eight from 
men and 10 from women. 


“Women’s gifts in ministry 


wasted in church by inequality’ 


RICHMOND, Va. (NC)—Because 
women do not enjoy full equality with men 
in the church, some of their gifts have 
been wasted, Auxiliary Bishop P. Francis 
Murphy of Baltimore told an audience of 
religious educators Oct. 1. ; 

But the bishop, in his address to the 
1977 convention of the Richmond 


-diocese’s Office of Christian Education, 


predicted a promising future for women in 
church ministry and said the equality of 
women in the church “is an issue that we 
must resolve in the light of and for the sake 
of our mission as church.” 


THE MISSION of the church, “what we 
are to accomplish as a church,” calls for 
full participation of women; and ministry, 
“how we go about it as a church,” also 
pertains to women as well as to men, the 
bishop said. 


Bishop Murphy emphasized,however, 
that he was not advocating the admission 
of women to the priesthood, in part 
because questions of timeliness and of 
ecumenical relations with other religious 
bodies, especially the Orthodox church, 
argued against such a move. 


But he expressed the hope that “there 
will be a day when a renewed priesthood 
will be open to women and to the gifts they 
would bring.” : 


THE BALTIMORE bishop discussed last 
January's Vatican Declaration on “The 
Question. of the Admission of Women to 


the Ministerial Priesthood,” which said, ° 


“The church, in fidelity to the mind of 
Christ, does not feel authorized to admit 
women to the priesthood.”

St. John of the Cross was 
declared a Doctor of the Church in 1923 and St. 
Teresa received the same honor in 1970 thus 
becoming the first woman Doctor of the Church.

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Man of the hour | 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The life of St. Ambrose spanned the greater part of the 
turbulent fourth century and his career was deeply affected by 
that turbulence. He was born about 340 at Treves (somewhat 
east of modern Paris) and died as bishop of Milan on Apr. 4, 
397. 

How he got from Treves to Milan is a fascinating story. 


HIS FATHER was a Roman aristocrat and held the highest 
post in the empire: Pretorian Prefect of the Gauls, in supreme 
command of Britain, Gaul, and Spain. After his death his three 
children went to Rome, where Ambrose and his brother were 


given an excellent education in the liberal arts (including 
Greek and law.) 


They had already received a thorough Christian instruction 
in what was probably a strict household but, in accordance with 
fairly general custom, were not baptized. 


Both background. and training pointed them toward careers 
in civil service, with Ambrose being appointed governor of 
Liguria and Aemilia, with headquarters at Milan, which was the 
imperial capital at the time. He soon distinguished himself as an 
administrator and a man of sterling character. 


IT WAS at this point that the turmoil in the church changed 
the whole course of his life. At least a few words are necessary 
to explain this complicated situation, which had) split 
Christendom wide open. 


A heresy had arisen in the east at the beginning of the 
century. It was known as Arianism and amounted to a denial of 
the divinity of Christ, a denial that the Son was of the same 
nature as the Father. No merely academic dispute, it divided 
bishops and their congregations and led to rioting, violence, 
and general public disorder. 


The emperor, Constantine, decided to calla general council; 
it took place in Nicea at 325, with the result that Arianism was 
condemned and Arius excommunicated. However, many of 
the bishops who took part, mostly easterners, were not really 
convinced, and they started a scandalous campaign against the 
truly Catholic bishops and succeeded even in winning 
Constantine to their side. There followed 50 years of confusion, 
incredible intrigue and violence. 


IT HAD REALLY been an eastern affair, but by subtle and 
devious routes made its way into Europe. During the residence 
of Ambrose at Milan, the bishop was an Arian. When he died, it 
was almost certain that riots would ensue in the election of his 
successor. 5

The dignity and mission of lay persons 
within the church were stressed by the 
Fathers of Vatican Il, particularly in the 
Decree on the Apostolate of Lay People and 
in chapter 4 of the Dogmatic Constitution on 
the Church (nn. 30-38). 


In addition, the call of lay persons to the full 
perfection of the Christian life was likewise 
emphasized at Vatican II. And in the Pastoral 
Constitution on the Church in the Modern 
World, the indispensable work of lay persons 
in shaping a social and political order rooted 
in charity and based on true principles of 
justice was fully recognized. 


THUS THERE is real truth in saying that 
at this period of history the laity have “found 
their voice.” 


But in view of some widespread 
misinterpretations that would, as it were, 
“democratize” the church and make its 
teachings dependent on majority vote, it is 
necessary to be clear about the role of the 
laity within the church and their vocation as 
witnesses to the truth revealed in Christ and 
proclaimed by the church. 


Lay persons are, the church teaches, fully 
incorporated into Christ and the church 
through the sacraments of baptism and 
confirmation. Thus they share, in their own 
way, “the priestly, prophetic, and kingly office 
of Christ and to the best of their ability carry 
on the mission of the whole Christian people” 
(Dogmatic Constitution on the church, n. 
31). 


WHAT SPECIALLY characterizes the 
laity is their “secular” character — their life in 
the world. Their unique vocation is to sanctify 
the world in which they live by bringing to it 
the love of Christ and the values of the gospel 
(ibid.). 

This means that the lay person is to 
transform the world in which he or she lives, 
the world of his or her everyday occupation, 
by bearing witness to the truths that the 


_ church teaches about the meaning of human 


existence. 


Because so many lay persons marry and 
found families, itis the world of family life and 
the education of children wherein lay people 
have the right and the duty to seek the 
perfection of the Christian life (cf. Dogmatic 
Constitution on the Church,n. 35 and 
pastoral Constitution on the Church in 
the Modern World, nn. 47-52, in particular, 
n. 52. A reading of these passages is 
absolutely essential if lay persons are truly to 


“find their voice.”) : 


IF THE MESSAGE given threligh the 
church’s teaching on the dignity and vocation 
of lay persons were to be summed up briefly, 
an almost impossible task, it could, I believe, 
be as follows: 


The lay person has the divine mission of 
showing, through his or her life, that th.- God 
in whom Christians believe is a God of love, a 
God who wills to be with and for us. 


The Christian lay person’s life must make it 
evident that every human person is precious 
and priceless, the subject ofyights that need 
to be recognized and protected by society. 


IN HIS OR HER daily life, the lay person is 
to show all that life itself is a precious gift from 
God himself and that this good gift can take 
root and grow to full flowering only if there is a 
willingness on the part of all to let life take root 
and grow, a willingness to sacrifice, if 
necessary, for the good of others, and an 
unwillingness to do any deed that is of set 
purpose and its own inner dynamism directed 
against the life and growth of human persons. 


In addition, the laity are summoned to 
conform their minds and hearts to the 
teaching of Christ, the teaching that is set 
forth for them by their brothers in the faith, 
the bishops in communion with the Holy 
Father (cf. Dogmatic Constitution on the 
Church, nn. 25, 32; Pastoral Constitution 
on the Church in the Modern World, n. 
51). 


This does not mean that the Laie are blindly 
to obey; rather they are, with glad hearts, to 
accept the teaching of those who have been 
appointed as teachers within the church, and 
to make it their own, simply because of their 
deep faith that Jesus himself is present here 
and now in the teaching of the Pope and 
bishops leading them to fullness of the 
Christian life. 


THE LAITY can only find their voice in the 
church and fulfill their vocation by a deeply 
Christian life, one nourished by the liturgy 
and the eucharist and by the world of God. By 
listening to this word of life and making it their 
own, they can indeed transform the world in 
which they live. 


As Chesterton once said, Christianity has 
not been tried and found wanting; it simply 
has not been tried. It can only be tried if lay 
persons relying on the grace of Christ himself, 
will try to do so. 


The recent pastoral, To Life in Christ 
Jesus, is a good place to start to make oneself 
aware of his or her dignity and vocation as a 
lay person. ; 


Would he be Arian or Catholic? Foreseeing 
this, Ambrose decided personally to police 
the election proceedings. A. child’s voice 
came from the crowd—or so thestory goes— 
acclaiming Ambrose himself as the new 
bishop, and he was accepted by both sides. 


He was still not baptized,but within a few 
days he accepted baptism, priesthood, and 
the episcopate. His many qualifications made 
him an admirable choice: integrity of 
character, long experience in government 
and diplomacy, and _ strong Catholic 
convictions. 


MAN OF THE HOUR he was, and it was 
an extremely tense and bitter hour. An 
aristocrat and ruler himself, he was not about 
to be overawed by imperial aristocracy, even 
the highest. Conflict was not long in coming 
and from it emerged the first clear statement 
of relations between church and state, a 
statement which was to remain basic for 
centuries. 


The Empress-Mother, herself an Arian and 
also living at Milan, could not intimidate him. 
When the pagan element, still strong in Rome, 
insisted on the restoration of the idol of 
Victory to the Senate House and appealed to 
her for support, Ambrose insisted that that 
was a religious matter and hence outside the 
jurisdiction of the state. 


Some time later the Arians of Milan 
demanded that they be given one of the 
churches of the city; the bishop refused. He 
was reminded that all things were in the 


emperor’s power. Ambrose agreed, but 
countered that there were exceptions, 
namely, what belonged to God. 


IN A SUBSEQUENT sermon, he pointed 
out to his people that “palaces are within the 
jurisdiction of the emperor, but churches 
within that of the bishop.” The affair dragged 
on, and out of the dispute came his bold 
assertion: “The emperor is within the church, 
and not above the church.” 


An especially dramatic incident involved 
the emperor Theodosius, who was, allin all, a 
rather good Catholic. But on one occasion, in 
reprisal for the murder of an imperial official at 
Thessalonica, he ordered the massacre of 
1,700 people. 


Ambrose was horrified, admonished the 
emperor privately and then ina public sermon 
at which Theodosius was present. When he 
came down from the pulpit, the emperor 
blocked his path, but the bishop refused to 
continue with the liturgy until he got a 
promise of public confession and penance. 
Theodosius backed down. 5 


THE SERMONS of Ambrose were 


famous, fearless denunciations of evil. But he 
was not a hard-hearted moralist. He loved 


people, and on becoming a bishop, sold all his 


possessions and gave the proceeds to the 
poor. 


In sum, he was a model pastor, a preacher, 
a staunch defender of the truth and of. the 
rights of the church.

A dialogue of love in 


the presence of Christ

Words are like rubber bands. They possess 
their limp obvious meaning. They also boast 
of cther meanings when stretched to their full 
usage. Take the word “doctrine.” To most of 
us doctrine refers to theology. In this sense 
doctrine becomes the official theology of the 
church. There it stands in one, enclosed 
meaning. 


But stretch it a little bit, put it into the 
mouth of a pastor who loves his people. Now 
doctrine becomes the spiritual teaching that 
warms the heart and helps the listeners desire 
God. These two meanings of doctrine— 
theological and pastoral—are brotherly, 
friendly and not contradictory. 


EACH MEANING serves a need. On the 
lips of a theologian,doctrine is the subject of 
intellectual ordering. On the lips of a 
preacher, doctrine is the subject of spiritual 
growth. Throughout most of Christian 
history, this “separation of powers” has been 
the accepted way. 

But in the fourth century church, the age of 


the Fathers such as Augustine, Chrysostom 
and Cyril of Jerusalem, doctrine was not so

Perhaps it is no error of 
history that these giants are remembered 
neither as theologians nor pastors (though 
they were both), but as Fathers. Like the 
heavenly Father, they were interested in the 
total relationship between people and God. 


So much of the theology of the Fathers was 
delivered in sermons, given right in the midst 
of the people. Augustine, for example, would 
not have been physically. distant from the 
people like a modern preacher installed in a 
pulpit above a seated congregation. 


IT WAS just the opposite. The people 
stood and the preacher sat. In his cathedral at 
Hippo, Augustine sat in the bishop’s chair 
and the people clustered around him. 


The first row would have met the bishop at 
eye level about five yards from his presence. 
Augustine knew many of the people were 
unfamiliar with the background of what he 
had to say, so he brightened and illustrated 
the material with stories, jingles, rhymed 
phrases and puns. 


He must have had what the Irish call the 
“gift of gab,” for he spoke without notes or 
text in a remarkable flow. He knew that 
people identify with an excited person.

AUGUSTINE WAS NOT ashamed to 
show his feelings and display excitement. He 
poured out his deep-felt yearnings for peace 
and love and his concern for fear and guilt. 
The crowd responded in kind, often with 
shouts and even with groans and frequently 
with laughter. 


They felt free to interrupt him with 
questions and remarks. The sermon was a 
community growth experience in faith and 
love. Not that all his preaching (or that of any 
of the other Fathers) was always an emotional 
event. 


Augustine knew his biggest role was not to 
stir up emotion, but to distribute food for soul 
and body. The Fathers’ secret of preaching 
success was to tie the breaking of the bread to 
the feeding of the multitudes. 


AS ALITTLE BOY, Augustine had stolen 
some pears to share with his young friends. 
As a bishop he was still giving, through now 
with the freely granted treasures of God. 


The church Fathers were intensely 
personal in their capacity to link the 
theological and pastoral meanings of 
doctrine together. They placed themselves in 
the midst of their congregations, appealed to

the people’s affection and loyalty for them, 
showed sensitivity to the people’s needs and 
hopes. Long before the late 20th century had 
rediscovered this old truth, the Fathers 
realized that. the person is the message. 


This is not to say that the message isn’t the 
message too, but it lies inert unless brought to 
life by a living faith witness stirring up a 
dialogue of love in the presence of Christ. The 
issues dealt with were down to earth. 


IN THOSE smaller communities, the 
average Catholic was quick to note the land 
grabber, drunkard, usurer, fornicator and 
exemplars of infidelity. Just as today, they 
were galled by how much sinners got away 
with their sinning. 


The sermons of the Fathers are a 
fascinating mixture of extolling God's 
forgiving graciousness and the reality of sin 
and the need for reform. It was perhaps their 
total vision that made them especially great. 


They did not ignore sin, nor the saving 
grace of Christ. They had a_ natural 
appreciation of the psychology of their 
people. As we might say today, “They had it 
all together.” ; 


Not a bad ideal for us either.

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Talking Point |—society closes its mind 


‘Life and death decisions made on basis of bumper stickers’ 


In connection with “Respect 
Life Sunday” the following article 
refuting pro-abortion arguments 
is particularly appropriate. It is 
reprinted from the September 
issue of the San Diego Pro-Life 
League.—Ed 


Mrs. Jean Garton, American 
Citizens Concerned for Life 
(Minneapolis, Minn.), board 
member and prominent Lutheran 
‘churchwoman, spoke recently at 
a banquet sponsored by 
Wisconsin Citizens Concerned for 
Life. 

“Americans are not making 
decisions on the basis of facts and 
statistics,” Mrs. Garton said. 
“Americans are making life and 
death decisions on the basis of 
bumper stickers.” 


“WE WANT .OUR information 
fast and clever and cute. And the 
abortion movement is filled with 
what is technically called 
doublespeak, that prostitution of 
the English language that distorts 
thinking, confuses understand- 
ing,” she said. 

Mrs. Garton used a series of 
slides selected from Peanuts 
cartoons to illustrate the use of 
imagery in popular pro-abortion 
catch phrases. The abortion 
argument is “nonsense from a 
language point of view, but 
powerful from a persuasive point 
of view,” she warned, “because 


' whoever controls images, controls 
' minds.” 


In the first Peanuts slide, Lucy 


' closes her mind to a subject she 
_ does not want to discuss because 
- she does not want to be confused 
- by the facts. 


“IN. THE SAME way,” Mrs. 


' Garton explained, “society closes 


its mind to what is involved in 
abortion when it says ‘every 
woman has a right to control her 
own body.’ ” 


“Legally, it makes no sense. | 
can’t take my body where | want to 
take it if it happens to have VD, 
chicken pox or measles. You can’t 
take your body where you want to 


if it is filled with alcohol or heroin.” 


Medically, Mrs. Garton finds the 
statement “terribly inaccurate, 
because in pregnancy there are 
two bodies.” 


SPIRITUALLY, SHE disclaimed 
the total right of a woman to her 
own body. “I think God very clearly 
expresses himself because he led 
the scripture writers to refer to 
pregnancy as a ‘woman with 
child.’ For there are two present. 

“Common sense also teaches 
us that in pregnancy there are two 
bodies,” Mrs. Garton said. Using a 
personal example: 

“Two of the children | carried 
are male. Can one body, my body, 
be male and female at the same 
time? Two of my children have 
blood that differs in type and 
factor from mine. But we know 
that two blood types are not 
compatible in one body. Death 
results. 

“AND WHAT OF the baby that 
died while | carried him? He was 
dead for three days while | was 
alive. Can one body be alive and 
dead at the same time?” 


In another slide, Lucy defends 
herself for killing a bug on the 


slide. “He wasn't really living,” she 


says. “But when we use a 
procedure which kills human 
beings through abortion, we avoid 
acknowledging what we are doing 
by using a euphemism— 
termination of pregnancy— 
because that implies a victimless 
procedure.” 

But as Mrs. Garton points out, 
abortion does not take place upon 
a condition of the body of the 


woman but upon the body of the 


child. 


“BUT WE DO NOT hear that the - 


child is the victim of abortion but 
rather that the woman is the 
victim of her pregnancy.” 

Another slogan refuted and 
exposed by Mrs. Garton is 
“abortion is a Catholic issue.” 

“This is the truest of all when we 
understand that catholic. with a 
small ‘c’ means universal, that 
which involves the interest of us 
all,” she said. 


‘Talking Point 1l—dwindling vocations 


Have you looked for a priest lately?

Have you encouraged a priestly 
vocation recently? 


A few months ago a parish in the 
diocese of San Diego advertised in 
the National Catholic Reporter a 
vacancy for an associate pastor. 

THERE WAS NOBODY available 
whom Bishop Maher could send 
to that parish, so permission was 
given to recruit from outside. 

Priests are regularly brought in 
from outside the diocese—from 
other countries, from other parts 
of the United States—to fill 
vacancies in our parishes. 

Out of the 172 parishes in this 
large, four-county diocese of 
35,000 square miles, most have 
enough priests to serve the needs 
of the people. But the supply is 
beginning to run out. 

WE HAVE AFINE seminary of St. 
Francis—but it is not able to 
supply the demands of €x, panding 
parishes and fill the gaps in the 


clerical ranks caused by death, 
retirement or laicization from the 
priesthood. 


And this year we have the lowest 
number at seminary in the history 
of diocesan seminaries here. 
There are 19 candidates for the 
priesthood at St. Francis this 
semester. 

The average “wastage” rate 
across the nation for seminaries— 
men who don’t eventually reach 
ordination—is more than 80 
percent. So of our young men now 
in training, by this reckoning we 
might ordain four priests 
eventually.

parishes and the demand for 
more and more social and other 
services from the church. 


So the question comes back to 
the families, to the people in the 
pews, to the priests and religious, 
to all Catholics: what have you 
done recently to encourage or 
inspire a vocation to the 
priesthood? 

HAVE YOU EVER asked a young 
man if he’d like to be a priest? 
Have you sown the seed of faith 
which might grow into a religious 
vocation? 

In the early years of this diocese 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy, the 
founding bishop, garnered priests 
from wherever he could—and in 
large part from Ireland. We have 
much to thank the Emerald Isle 
for in the services of priests in our 
parishes. 

But even in Ireland the supplies 
are getting smaller, the flow is 
slowing down. Vocations to the

as before. 


“None of these conclusions is

“We are responsible not only for 
what we ourselves do, but for what 
we allow to be done. Freedom of 
choice has been given to one 
small segment in our society but 
has been denied to first the 
unborn, then to states, then to 
fathers, parents and taxpayers.” 


MRS.GARTON concluded with 
the observation that our rights are 
rapidly being eroded. 

“And at what point will you say, 
‘thus far and no farther?” she 
asked. “At what point will we have 
reached the point of no return 
when we find that we, like the 
unborn, are without a voice? What 
happens to a society that isn’t 
worthy of having children?”

Pope tells bishops at synod 


People are not listening to our message 


VATICAN. CITY (NC)— 
Pope Paul VI opened the. 
fifth world Synod of Bishops 
at the Vatican Sept. 30 by 
telling the 204 participants 
that “people today are 
abandoning religion and do 
not give a ready hearing to 
our message.” 


In his homily at a 
concelebrated mass in the 
Sistine Chapel, the Pope 
quickly added that the need 


are convinced, wrongly, 
that the immense pro- 
gress... of technology and 
science removes the need 
for religion,” said the frail 
Pope. 

“MAN-MADE religions 
are fading away,” according 
to the Pope, as men place 
their trust in science. 

Yet in their desire to know

deal of attention, in many different countries and at the 
Holy See, on catechetical issues. 

It would be premature to guess now what the synod will 
say and do. But it is obvious that certain questions will be 
closely examined. The very wording of the theme— 
“Catechetics in Our Time with Special Reference to 
Children and Youth”—points to several. 


It is significant, for instance, that the focal point is 
“catechetics” rather than “religious education.” The 
difference is not just semantic. “Religious education” 
suggests a school and classroom model. “Catechetics” 
points to something much broader. 


SO ONE CAN anticipate that, without slighting 
classroom and school, the synod will also give major 
attention to other catechetical settings and agents, such 
as the family and the parish. It will consider how these can 
be more effective instruments or catechesis of children 
and youth.” This has touched off some complaints which 
are likely to be reflected in the synod. 

Deliberately or not, it is said, the emphasis on children 
and youth seems to downgrade adult catechesis. 


THE FORMATION of young people in the faith is of 
crucial importance—but so is helping adults to mature in 
faith. So at the very least, the synod is likely to shift the 
balance somewhat by underlining the need for catechesis 
of adults—parents, teachers, adult Catholics generally—if 
the catechesis of young people is to succeed, as well as for 
its own sake. 

This in turn will be a reminder that all members of the 
Christian community have a responsibility for catechesis. 
in the weeks ahead, the synod will turn the spotlight on this 
and many other important issues. 

In doing so it will also be fulfilling its role as an institution 
in the church for the expression of collegiality. Thus this 
synod will illustrate the two-fold importance of synods in 
general.

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Pro-life clout shows effects in 
victories, but battles lie ahead 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Legislative and 
judicial victories in the areas of abortion 
and teenage pregnancy, and death and 
dying—two of the themes of the 1977-78 
Respect Life observance which began Oct. 
2—have pointed up to pro-lifers the need 
for more efforts. 

U.S. bishops and - other . Catholic 
spokesmen have spoken out on other 
Respect Life themes—health care for the 
poor, growing old, and food as the U.S. 
responsibility. 

SINCE THE Respect Life movement 


* officially began in 1972, concern for the 


unborn has played a major role and 1977 
marked the first time that the Hyde 


-Amendment banning federal funding of 


elective abortions was: enforced. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
states are not required to pay for elective 
Medicaid abortions, and that public 
hospitals. are not required to perform 
them. A 10-month ban on enforcement of 
the Hyde Amendment was reversed, and 
the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) ended federal abortion 
funding in early August. 

But 22 states continue to provide full 
funding of welfare abortions on their own. 
The push for a constitutional human life 


- amendment has made little progress. A 


1976 Supreme Court decision which ruled 
that requirements of spousal consent or 
parental consent are unconstitutional still 
stands. 


IN A RECENT speech, Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB), outlined a five- 
step program on abortion. 


It would include, he said, vigorous 
efforts to oppose the expenditure of 
taxpayers’ money for elective abortions, 
suport for “effective and acceptable” 
alternatives to abortion, and a stronger 
push for passage of a human life 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 


In the same talk, the NCCB president 
referred to an issue which has been, 


Human life amendment 


central to the theme of death and dying— 
so-called “living wills’—directives from 
patients to doctors telling them to 
withhold extraordinary means of 
treatment in case of terminal illness. 


FOUR STATES—Arkansas, Idaho, New 
Mexico and Texas—had enacted such 
“death with dignity” legislation by mid- 
June, following the 1976 lead of California. 
At least 49 death with dignity bills were 
introduced this year in 36 states. Catholic 
spokesmen have criticized this as a step 
toward euthanasia. 


On health care for the poor, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference (USCC) has been 
a long-time backer of national health 
insurance. But legislative action is stalled 
as Congress awaits proposals from 
President Carter, who favors a national 
health plan. Those proposals are due in 
March, when the USCC and other Catholic 
agencies may be expected to begin a 
strong push for their passage. 


THE U.S. BISHOPS have also continued 
support for the aged, summed up most 
strongly in a 2,000-word 1976 pastoral 
statement which blasted injustices to the 
elderly in health care, food, and decent 
housing and income. 


Archbishop Bernardin continued that 
criticism in August, and called for church 
cooperation with government, saying, 
“Mere opposition to the abuse is not 
enough for those of us who reverence the 
right to life of the aged.” 

PERINATOLOGY AND the parish 
respect life committee seek to provide two 
solutions to the growing disrespect for life.

THE MOTHER OF GOD by Father Valentine 
Long, OFM. Franciscan Herald Press, 
1434 W. 51st St., Chicago, IL 60609.

Devotion to the Blessed Virgin has been 
rich and varied through the ages, but in 
Chicago, this month, two books about the 
Blessed Mother have been published that 
are about as different as could possibly be. 


In in the areas of agreement, both 
volumes sing the praises of Mary and both 
see her as a gift from God to us. And that’s 
about it! 


Father Long carries on the tradition that 
has nourished every Catholic born before, 
say, 1960. Sister Patricia looks for a new 
tradition, or at least a newer application of 
Marian devotion that will serve as a model 
for the feminist effort.

YOU LIGHT UP MY LIFE—A  singer- 
composer breaks away from the 
smothering influence of her loving father, 
a Borscht-Belt Comedian, and sets out for 
New York determined to rely upon no one 
but herself. 


The film’s thin story line fails to hold it 
together despite an appealing 
performance .by Didi Conn. A single 
incident of extra-marital sex figures in the 
plot, but it is not favorably presented. For 
adults and adolescents. 


TV MOVIES include Papillon (Oct. 6, CBS, 
8 p.m.)—about.a prisoner's daring 
attempts to escape from Devil’s Island. An 
entertaining film marked by the fine 
performance of Steve McQueen and 
Dustin Hoffman. Since the horrors of 
prison life are vividly. depicted, this is 
mature material. For adults. 


The priest sings the praises of a maiden 
who is. “our human nature's solitary 
boast.” He begins his book with a 
discussion of the four basic Marian 
dogmas: Mother of God, Immaculately 
conceived (sinless), her perpetual 
virginity, and the Assumption. 


Sister Patricia writes like a “new wave” 
religious who, in seeking her own religious 
identity, must search out an identity. for 
Mary, too. 


Thus, her first chapter investigates 
Mary’s one-ness in herself. At times it is 
chaotic, switching from psychology to 
gospel to meditation. The Annunciation 
passage, for instance, becomes maybe an 
apparition, maybe an inner awareness, or 
what? 

Part Two of Father Long’s book 
discusses recent apparitions of the 
Blessed Mother covering private 
revelations from Our Lady of Guadalupe 
through the Miraculous Medal to Fatima. 
He concludes his book with a discussion 
of the miraculous at various Marian 
shrines. 


Part Two for Sister Noone is a look at the 
gospel Mary and this is done with great 
feminine insight. Her conclusion covers 
the “Mary of myth,” an idea that is bound 
to mystify, no matter how sophisticated it 
may be. 


It is a dissertation on how the cult or 
devotion to Mary has developed. The 
purpose is to propose a further 
development that will give the liberated 
lady of today’s First World her own heroine. 


Both. books are valuable to our 
contemporary growth in devotion to the 
Mother of God. Father Long's is a 
refreshing look at the traditional; Sister 
Patricia's is a challenge to take. the 
devotion a bit further. 


One book is nostalgic, but happily and 
hopefully so. The other has a bit of special 
pleading, and since it is a_ brilliant 
pioneering effort, the occasional lapses 
should not be allowed to intrude on the 
message. ; 


Marian devotion is very well and alive, if 
these two diverse books are given the 
hearing they deserve.
